HE news at the commencement of the 
week that the Greek Government had, 
better late than never, found discretion to 

be the better part of valour, and had accepted 
the mediation of the Great Powers, was welcome 
indeed to all who lamented the daily tale of 
needless carnage. 


One of the Smartest Press Specials of 
the War 
was the acute, able, and experienced War 
Correspondent despatched by Reuter’s world- 
famed news agency, 
Mr. W. Kinnaird 
Rose, who brought 
before us with such 
vivid effect the 
deplorable Greek 
sauve - qui - peut at 
Larissa, and the 
various battles 
General Smolenski 
distinguished him- 


to that lamentable 
stampede. Mr. 
Rose has had a loug 
and honourable 
journalistic career. 
He acted with characteristic ability as the 
Scotsman’s War Correspondent in the Russo- 
Turkish War, and saw war in its fiercest aspect 
in the Shipka Pass and elsewhere in Bulgaria. 
Mr. Rose is a genial companion. The present 
writer had the pleasure of sitting next him at 
the banquet given in Mr. Archibald Forbes's 
honour at Willis’s Rooms after that memor- 
able campaign; and he well remembers the 
earnestness with which Mr. Rose explained 
the siege of Plevna, utilising his neighbour's 
plate to represent the beleagured town 
and the cherry-stones to indicate the Russian 
positions. Mr. Rose has on this occasion (and 
so, indeed, huve the Daily News’ alert and expert 
Specials) vied with Archibald Forbes and the 
late Mr. MacGahan. He and the Times’ repre- 
sentatives were, as stated last week, indebted to 


Mr. H. C. Seppings Wright, 


the dashing Special War Artist of the IJustrated 
London News, for helping them on the road to 
Larissa in his ill-fated carriage, which came 
ultimately to grief amid the panic-stricken 
Grecks flying in terror of their lives. Happily, 
one and all the newspaper correspondents 
escaped, though one or two were slightly 
wounded in the tough fighting that afterwards 
took place in Thessaly. 


The Battle of Villavista 


is delineated from a capital pencil sketch sent 
home by Mr. Seppings Wright, and courteously 
handed us for reproduction by the Proprietors of 
the Illustrated London News. Mr. Wright wrote 
in pencil on his sketch—

‘t Perhaps the most brilliant speetacle of the. 


Battle of Villavista was the Charge of the 'Turkish 
Cavalry. They came up in column form. So 
sudden was their appearauce that where they 
sprang from one could scarcely sce. They 
wheeled into line in review order, charged up 
the hill. One officer only took his horse on the 
top. The Greek rifle-fire and artillery drove 
them back. They seemed to vanish. So many 
dropped among the corn that it gave the appear- 
ance of the whole.column melting. The whole 
thing did not last five minutes. At least 100 
horses and men were mowed down.” 


The Bravery of General Smolenski 
at Velestino 


stemmed the tide of the irresistible Turkish 
advance for some time. But even his intrepidity 
and skill went for naught at last. ‘The stirring 
incidents of the fighting before Velestino in the 
middle of the first week in May were vigorously 
limned by the aforesaid representative of Reuter. 
This fearless writer wired to London that: ‘On 
Wednesday morning the scheme of the Turkish 
new attack was developed on their right and the 
Greck left. They succeeded in drawing the 
Greck troops to Trikkala, and then pushed on a 
strong division from Karandemerzi to Tekke, ten 
miles north-east of Pharsala, where they engaged 
a Greek force weakened by the occupation of 
Trikkala. This movement was developed after 
I had left Pharsala by train for Velestino, where 
it was believed the main Turkish attack would 
be made. At Aivali our train was stopped for a 
time by firing on both the left and right front, 
but it was ultimately able to procced to Velestino, 
where it arrived about noon. 


The Turkish Attack 


had just then begun on the north-west of 
Caradaon Hill, above the village of Velestino. It 
opened with fire from a mountain battery boldly 
placed on a high ridge commanding to some 
extent Caradaon Hill, and was replied to by a 
Greek mountain battery on that hill. 

* It now became clear that the Turkish attack 
on the Greek position from Hadzi Misi, and 
from Risomylos on the Velestino Valley and the 
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Pass to Volo, had been abandoned, and that the 
intention of the Turks was to isolate the Greek 
right, or defence of Volo, from the Greek left, 
or defence of Pharsala, and to cut the rail- 
way at Aivali, and so prevent Greek rein- 
forcements being sent to the right or left as 
occasion might demand. This new scheme of 
attack compelled General Smolenski to change 
his front from due north to north-west. . . . 

“ The Turks withdrew for a time, but shortly 
afterwards were reinforced, and again came on 
in grand style, regardless of the hail of the 
Greek fusilade and tke shrapnel trom the Greek 
battery in.the hollow. Once and again the Turks 
were obliged to halt, to falter, and then retire. 
The slopes were strewn with dead and wounded. 
At six o’clock another determined assault was 
made by the Turks on the Greek position along 
the series of low hills above Velestino, especially 
on Caradaon, the Turks being plainly reinforced 
by two more battalions. 


General Smolenski, 


with something of Skobeleff’s electric enthusiasm, 
rode nlong the lines addressing his troops. He 
told them they must remember the traditions of 
their race and fight, if need be, until the sacred 
soil of Thessaly was saturated with their blood. 
The effect of these words was instantaneous. 
They inspired men and officers alike with 
renewed ardour. Uniformed soldiers and men in 
plain clothes, with only bandoliers filled with 
cartridges, and others again in native dress, 
responded with a ringing cheer, grasped their 
Gras rifles more firmly, then gave another shout 
of defiance and determination, and, reckless of 
the wild but at times searching shell fire of the 
Turks, rallied to the defence of their position. 

"7 The Greek lines, after steadily firing several 
volleys on the intrepid Turks, then left their 
shelter in the trenches and charged the enemy 
with wild enthusiasm. ‘The Turks quivered for 


|a moment, then retired in confusion to the 


shelter of the mountain ridges. The engagement 
thus resulted in a brilliant success for the Greeks. 
At the end of the day the Greek position at 
every point, notwithstanding the change of front, 
was held against the enemy, though the latter 
were, perhaps, numerically stronger.” 
The Battle was Resumed

“in the morning (of May 6) at six o'clock. The 


situation, as I viewed it in the morning sunshine, 
was strikingly picturesque. Below was the

circular plain, surrounded by low hills, except 
on the north, where it opens imto the great 
Thessalian plain. In the background were the 
sparkling waters of Lake Karla and the snow- 
covered heights of Mount Olympus. On the 


-north-west of Caradaon is a range of hills 


which were occupied by the Turks, between 
12,000 and 14,000 strong, with a mountain 
battery on the crest of the highest peak and a 
field battery on one of the lower slopes to the 
east of Velestino. The Caradaon ridge, which 
on the west side commands the road to Pharsala, 
was lined with Greek infantry, and on the plateau 
above the village of Velestino was a battery of 
field guns. On the three peaks between that 
position and the plain on the east were mountain 
batteries, while on the plain to the north-east of 
Velestino village was a Greek field battery, 
which raked the Turkish left advance. The 
Greek lines across the mouth of the valley 
between Caradaon and Uvrido Ghala were main- 
tained intact.” 


Severe Fighting Took Place 


all the forenoon. ‘‘ Between twelve and one 
o'clock the fire slackened along the whole line, 
but it was resumed at a quarter past one on 
both the left and right. On the left a Turkish 
mountain battery was silenced by two shells 
from the Greek battery on the plateau, two guns 
being shattered simultancously. The Turks, 
reinforced from Aivali, made a rush on the 
Greek left round the west shoulder of Caradaon

Hill, their objective being the railway to Phar- 
sala, which they obviously meant to destroy. 

** The Turkish infantry swarmed up the slopes 
in a magnificently resolute manner, and drove 
back the first line of Greek skirmishers, com- 
pelling them to abandon a demi-battery of two 
mountain guns. The Greek second line held their 
position, andchecked the further Turkish advance, 
which, supported by a concealed battery on the 
mountain, threatened to turn the Greek left in the 
direction of the monastery of St. George, and 
so cut off connection between General Smolen- 
ski's division and the Pharsala division. At two 
o'clock the firing ceased along the whole line, 
except on the eastern left, where occasional 
sputterings indicated that a rifle fusilade was 
still being kept up. The Turkish commander 
now made a new development, for which he had 
evidently been preparing all day. 

** T climbed the erest of Uvrids Ghala, on the 
east front of the mouth of Volo Pass, where I 
could see bodies of Turkish cavalry riding hard 
along the shore of Lake Karla. On the line 
of route to their right, and towards the Greek 
position on the plain, was a long artillery train, 
while from the folds of the hills and from 


| the village of Hadzimisi columns of Turkish 


infantry were marching with slow persist- 
ence. At three o'clock the Turkish artillery un- 
limbered free of the trees at Risomylos village, 
nnd opened fire on the Greek centre in the plain 
between Velestino and Uvrids Ghala. It was 
evident at once that they had large guns, cap- 
tured probably at Larissa. With these they 
shelled with terrible effect the Greek north front. 
By five o’clock the ammunition of the Greek 
batteries were all but exhausted, and General 
Smolenski 


Gave Orders for the Gradual Withdrawal 


of the majority of the artillery in the direction 
of Volo. While this was being done the 
Turkish fire from the large field guns was 
resumed at a very quick rate, and soon 
rendered the ‘village of Velestino untenable, 
as well as the ridges to the west. From the 
west and north the Turks then made a deter- 
mined advance. At half- past seven they 
occupied and burned Velestino, blew up the 
railway-bridge, and cut the line between Veles- 
tino and Pharsala. The defeat of the Greek 
army was now complete, and the Pass across the 
mountains to Volo was left open to the Turks. 

* About three o'clock General Smolenski's 
shattered army was cut in two. The left wing 
he retired, I do not know in what order, by 
Persephla, in the direction of Armyro, where he 
would have the protection of the Greek flcet. 
The right wing, or what was left of it, came on 
towards Volo, but it was broken and demoraliscd. 


The Retreat Across the Mountains 
to Volo 


in the dense night was almost as disorganised ns 
that from Turnavo to Larissa. Just as then, 
there was a good deal of firing, but happily it 
was indiscrimate firing, the irregulars on the 
hils around occasionally blazing nway with the 
rifles, and they fired in the air, not at imaginary 
pursuers. j 


Volo was the Scene of a Wild Panic 


during Thursday se’nnight and Friday week 
{May 6 and 7). The whole population turned

Fall of Pharsala. 


The Daily News Special with the Greek Crown 
Prince's bravely led forces at Pharsala had a 
similar story to tell Dating his despatch from 
Pharsala on Thursday, May 6, 7 p.m., he 
informed us that— 

“This town, which had been occupied by the 
main division of the Greek army, was taken 
by the Turks under Marshal Edhem Pasha at 
seven o’clock this morning. ‘The Greeks effected 
heir retreat during the night with Princes 
Constantine and Nicholas at their head. We 
are now before the town, about two miles 


PHARSALA. 


Pharsala is twenty-five miles south of Larissa. Above 
the own, to the south-west, is a craggy limestone hill, 
where the ancient Acropolis once stood. From the hill 
can be obtained a fine view of the plain on which Cæsar 
won the famous battle over his rival, Pompey, on the 9th of 
August, 48 n.c., and so became master of the Roman world. 


from which the headquarters staff has taken up 
its position. We learn here that the division 
under Colonel Smolenski have fallen back from 
Velestino, where they were strongly entrenched, 
and where it was generally thought they would 
make a stubborn stand. They retired, however, 
as before." 

** When the first division of the Turks ad- 
vanced at ten yesterday morning (May 5), under 
Memdouk Pasha, they found the enemy occupy- 
ing the hill on which the victorious army is now 
established. Fighting at once began, and lasted 
throughout the day. The Greeks, however, were 
from the commencement constantly in retreat, 
and it was not possible to get them to stand. 
When might. came down the Turks were only 
half a mile from Pharsala. 

“Tt seems that the Greeks during the whole 
night were making good their retreat over the 
mountains which lie behind the town. When 
morning dawned Pharsala was held only by a 
very small force. <A short engagement ensued, 
but the enemy quickly retired, and followed the 
main army in its 


Retreat to Domokos. 


The victorious Turks at once entered the town, 
which is now occupied by a division, The 
inhabitonts say that the Greeks numbered 20,000 
infantry, but that their cavalry was weak, and 
they had ouly twelve field-pieces, most of which, 
by the way, they abandoned on the mountains 
behind this tawn. Their losses nre, of course, 
unknown, but one of the military attachés here 
tells me he estimates the number of their killed 
at 250. The loss sustained by the Turks is 
inconsiderable. * 

“Fhe Greek troops, under the command of the 
Crown Prince, retired from Pharsala to Domokos, 
and General Smolenski retreated to Almyro with 
the foree withdrawn from Velestino.”’ 


The Turks occupy Volo. 

A telegram from Edhem Pasha, at Velestino, 
to the Turkish Ministry of War, dated 8th inst., 
gave details eoncerning the oecupation of Volo, 
the installation of an Ottoman Administration 
at that place, the withdrawal of the Hel'enic 
fleet, and the seizure of a large quantity of war 
material. Edhem Pasha concluded by requesting 
that Custom House officers be sent to him in 
order to ensure the continuance of commercial 
transactions. 

Ghazi Osman Pasha 
returned te Constantinople on May 8. His 
recall from the seat of war appears to have been 
due to the numerous ovations which he met with 
on his way ta Salonica and during his stay in 
that town, these demonstrations having given 
displeasure at. Yildiz Kiosk. 

Preliminaries of Peace Accepted by 

Greece. 

It was understood in Athens on Tuesday that 
Greece, having given positive assurances both in 
regard to the withdrawal of her troops from 
Crete and respecting Cretan autonomy, the 
Powers on Monday evening formally offered their 
good offices for mediation. The offer was im- 
mediately accepted by the Hellenic Government. 

Colonel Vassos returned to Athens from Crete 
on Sunday last. It would have saved much 
bloodshed had the late Greek Cabinct never sent 
him to the island. The skirmishing round 
Candia continued. In Saturday's engagement 
the Turks had fourteen killed and as many 
wounded.

Talk of 


THE QUEEN IN LONDON. 
H* MAJESTY looked extremely well 


and in good spirits, hosts of Londoners 

were glad to note, when she arrived in 

London last Monday morning, accom- 
panied by Princess Christian and Princess 
Henry of Battenberg. The Queen, on alight- 
ing from the railway saloon at Paddington, 
was assisted by her Indian attendant, and 
used a stick, as usual, to walk to her car- 
riage. <A foretaste, we must all hope, of the 
enthusiastic greeting in store for our beloved 
Sovereign on the 22nd of June, came in the 
agreeable form of hearty cheers on the road to 
Buckingham Palace, and again in the afternoon, 
when Her Majesty, with Princesses Christian 
aud Beatrice, went for a drive in a landau, 
horsed by four bays driven by  postillions, 
through the Mall, across the Horse Guards 
Parade (saluted by the guard of the 2nd 
Life Guards) to Whitehall, along Parliament 
Street, the Victoria Embankment, Northumber- 
land Avenue, Pall Mall, Regent Street, Piccadilly 
Circus, and Great Cumberland Place to Hyde 
Park, returning by the Albert Gate, and reach- 
ing the Palace by the Garden entrance. Every- 
one was delighted to see the bright smile with 
which the Queen acknowledged the affectionate 
homage of the people. Though the Prince of 
Wales and a numberof other personages of ‘light 
andleading’’ called upon Her Majesty on Tuesday, 
and her every-day regal duties bad to be per- 
formed, she yet found time for an open-air 
morning constitutional in the grounds of Buck- 
ingham Palace, and was thus enabled to bear for 
a time the comparatively close and exhausting 
atmosphere of the Drawing-Room during a 
State reception.

The Duc d'Aumale's Death 


at Zucco, in Sicily, on May 7, from the shock 
occasioned by the distressing news of the 
Duchesse d’Alenzon’s death in the Paris Charity 
Bazaar blaze—one of the most terrible disasters 
of modern times—is mourned, perhaps, more in

London Society than in the French Capital. The 
Duc d'Aumale lived in England for many years, 
banked nt Coutts's, and wns highly esteemed by 
allwho knew him. He was a military-looking 
man of dignified presence, with white hair, white 
moustache and imperial. The fourth son of 
King Louis Philippe, the Duc d'Aumale was 
born in Paris at the Palais Royal on Jan. 16 
1822. Given a commission in the 4th Regi- 
ment of the Line, he saw service when quite 
a youth in Algeria, making the acquaint- 
ance of such afterwards famous Generals 
as MacMahon, Canrobert, Lamoricibre, Ca- 
vaignae, St. Arnaud, and Pelissier. His 
great exploit in Algiers was the capture of the 
Smala of Abdel-Kader, followed by the sur- 
render of that renowned chief. This won for 
the young Prince the Governor-Generalship 
of Algeria. His brother, the Prince de Joinville, 
was at the same time Commander-in-Chief of 
the French Mediterranean Squadron. But the 
Government and rule of Louis Philippe were 
overturned, and the Frenck King compelled 
to seek safety in England. An exile in 
England, the Duc d'Aumale naturally re- 
sented the abuses which grew up in 
demoralised France under Louis Napoleon’s 
debasing system of personal government, 
unchecked by a Parliament subservient to the 
Emperor, and he broke a lance with Prince 
Napoleon on the subject. But the Duc 
d'Aumale's warning was not heeded, and Sedan 
settled the fnte of the Empire. Under the 
Republic the Duc d'Aumale returned to France, 
nnd became Commander-in-Chief of the Seventh 
Army Corps. The activity of the Orleanist 
schemers probably led to his banishment 
with the rest of the Orleans Princes; but 
the Due had a noble revenge E he presented 
Chantilly to the French nation. <A long- 
suffering Prince of high character, the Duc 
d'Aumale had severe domestic as well as political 
troubles: he lost his wife, the Princess of Salerno, 


in 1869, and his two sons in the flower of their 
youth,and the sudden intelligence of the awful 
death of his niece proved the last crushing blow 
to this lamented French Prince. 


Thè “Zoo.” 


has been deprived of its zealous Superintendent 
by the death on May 7 of Mr. Abraham Dee 
Bartlett, A.L.S. Residing in an ivy-clad house 
which naturalists probably regarded with envious 
eyes, seeing that it is situated in the heart of 
the Zoological Gardens, not too near the roar- 
ing lions, Mr. Bartlett had held his onerous 
post since 1859. He made a most entertaining 
guide round the Gardens to which he devoted his 
life; and, to his honour be it said, he did 
all man could do to add to the comfort 
and good health of the birds, beasts, and 
reptiles entrusted to his care. The Zoological 
Society valued his services so much that the 
Committee presented him with its silver medal. 
The best testimony to his usefulness is to be 
found in the ‘Zoo’? itself, which is vastly 
improved in every way since the days of our 
boyhood. 
Covent Garden Opera Concert. 

A brilliant concert was given at the Royal 
Opera House in aid of the Prince of Wales’s 
Hospital Fund last Saturday night. I should 
have been pleased to sce a larger audience. But 
the fact is the constant appeals to the benevolent 
are beginning to tell unfavourably upon charit- 
able efforts. The longest purses are drained in 
time. Concerts at the Opera are also less 
popular than they used to be. Many of the 
items were first-rate; and those who were 
present enjoyed them. The aspect of the 
newly decorated house was extremely splendid.

‘The Opera, in fine, presents such 
a glittering spectacle that Covent Garden Theatre 
is sure to be the chief centre of attraction for 
Jubilee visitors. With Madame Eames in 
beautiful voice as Marguerite, M. Plangon as a 
majestic Mephistopheles, a fair Faust in 
M. Bonnard, a resonant Valentine in M. Noté, 
an admirable Siebel in Madame Brazzi, a merry 
Martha in Mdlle. Bauermeister, an efficient 
Conductor in Signor Mancinelli, a magnificent 
orchestra and chorus, and the favourite epera 
resplendently produced by M. Gran, the season 
started successfully under Royal auspices. ‘‘God 
Save the Queen” was sung before “ Faust.”’ 
Stupendous must be the managerial work. The 
list of operas succeeding " Faust’? this week is 
sufficient proof of this: ‘‘ Roméo et Juliette," 
c Tannhäuser,” ‘ Aida,’’?

The Average Garden. 

HEN fairly well cultivated 
and cropped, the average 
garden, either ip town or 
country, affords something 
for the cook almost any part 
of the year. It may come 
in rushes and it may have 
times of dearth, but there is 
always something to the 
fore—either onions, potato, 
well-kept apple, or root of 
early rhubarb. I want those 
of my readers who have such 
gardens to try and improve 
them. There will be profit 

and interesting occupation in the attempt. It requires, in 

the first place, someone with a head and a memory, and

All these things are possible in an | 
average garden. Is that good enough! Well, then, begin 
at once, and go into it heartily. Just now | 


You May Plant Rhubarb 
for next spring. You may make a pit, and get a glazed 
frame and light to set over it, and grow a lot of cucumbers 
and tomatoes—some to eat in summer and some to pickle 
for winter. 'The cauliflower, the onion, and the cabbage 
are eapital for piekling. Get a plot of each planted or | 
sown at once for that use. You may grow pickling onions 
by sowing the seed thickly in May upon the surface of 
well-trodden beds. 
As to Peas in Winter, 

those I grow and keep are simply delicious. I get them 
by sowing about two 
quarts of seed speci- 
ally for the erop of 
some early wrinkled 
green pea, such as 
that illustrated. I 
never pick from these 
for the kitchen. I 
let them all ripen, 
and then pick off the 
pods and dry them.

Dahlia Culture. 


Tt is just now that the many small attentions that | 
dahlias require begin to force themselves upon the expert | 
dahlia grower. He notices the thick, sappy plants, and he 
gets rid of them. The inexperienced grower has this to 
find out. If he will watch for a season he will see that the 
flowers these grass plants make are never perfect. The 
tiner and more delicate (apparently) cuttings and seedlings 
grow into the best plants in due time. Where stools of 
cuttings are formed on old roots that have been placed in 
heat, and the cuttings have not been removed, it will be 
a good plan now to cut up the old root, leaving one 
cutting or shoot on each piece. The dahlia is not a 
heat-loving plant. It grows on fast in heat at first, 
but it would not bloom well in heat, and the sooner 
it can be got to grow away in cool surroundings the 
better it will bloom. For a capital type the cactus 
dahlias are the most varied and the most interesting.

The one I have sketched (from a photograph sent me bv a 
lover of dahlias) shows perfect form, and its colour, a rien 
maroon shading to black, is most intense.

Lord Salisbury and Greece.—The Marquis of 
Salisbury visited Her Majesty at Buckingham Palace on 
Monday last.

The Commons and the Paris Fire.-In the 
Hous^ of Commons attention was called on Monday to the 
Paris fire, with the hope of rendering a similar calamity in 
England impossible.

That deservedly popular daily—the Paris 
Figaro—promptly opened a subscription to provide for the 
charities whieh depended on the bazaar for their support. 
The Daily News Correspondent says the response has been 
instant, magnificent, and enthusiastic. In a couple of days 
£28,200 was collected. The President of the Republic heads 
the list. A world-renowned family of financiers subscribes 
£4000, and gifts of ten, twenty, or a hundred pounds or 
more come pouring in by the hundred. In Paris there was 
never anything like this effusion of charity. The name of 
the lady donor of. the £37,497 is known only to Baron de 
Mackau, the chairman of the Bazaar de la Charité, 
M. Dufaure, the treasurer, and the Archbishop of Paris. 
That it is Baroness Hirsch is denied. The sum is to be paid 
in four instalments. 


The Queen has Conferred the Victoria Cross 
on Captain Randolph Cosby Nesbitt, of the Mashonaland 
Mounted Police, and on Trooper Herbert Stephen Hender- 
son, of the Buluwayo Field Force, for conspicuous gallantry 
during the recent operations against the Matabele. Trooper 
Frank William Baxter, also of the latter force, would have 
been recommended for the deeoration had he survived the 
campaign.

A Durham Mine Flooded: Loss of Ten 
Lives.—A shocking mining disaster occurred last week at 
the East Hetton Colliery through the flooding of the pit 
from an adjoining disused shaft, involving the loss of 
eleven lives. The East Hetton Mine is the property of 
Messrs. Walter Seott and Co., and is one of the largest in 
that part of Durham, employing, on an average, six 
hundred men. Hard by is the old Cassop Colliery, which 
has not been exploited for twenty-one years; and in these 
abandoned workings an immense amount of water had col- 
lected. Thirteen men of the night shift were in the East 
Hetton Mine at the time of the disaster, about three o’clock 
in the morning, when suddenly an inrush of water from the 
neighbouring pit made its appearance in the part known as 
the Harvey seam. Deputy-Overman Thomas Morley first 
saw the water, and immediately sent a man, named Hall, 
to warn the miners at work, he himself then going to 
inform the foreman of what had occurred. Standing at 
the edge of the inflow, which quickly rose to alarming 
dimensions, Morley heard two men, named John Forster 
and John Stanton, struggling to make headway from the 
face of the coal across the intervening torrent. With the 
aid of a long rope, used for pulling tubs, he succeeded in 
rescuing them, and these were the only two of the thirteen 
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who were saved, except one who was rescued after some 
days. Some fifteen hundred men and boys are thiown out 
of employment by this sad disaster. 


The Snaefeli Mine on Fire in the Isle of 
Man.—A score lives were lost by a calamitous fire which 
broke out in the Snaefell Mine on Monday. The bravery 
of rescue-parties was beyond all praise.

c. 119, charging him with keeping an office for the purpose 
of a lottery, and with advertising and selling ehanees in a 
lottery. Mr. Muskett supported the summonses on behalf 
of the Commissioner of Police; Mr. Avery defended. 
The defendant is the proprietor of Anecdotes, a weekly 
paper, which offered a prize of £15 to any reader who 
could guess the missing word in a certain paragraph. 
Mr. Lushington said that it had been contended that 
this was not a lottery because there was no fund con- 
tributed by competitors ; but there could be really no 
distinction drawn, as it was obvious that the sum asked for 
the paper covered the cost of the prizes. Various cases had 
been quoted on the last oceasion, notably one in which the 
proprietors of a racing guide or handicap book offered 
prizes to those purchasers who could give the names of the 
winners in forthcoming races. But here the book itself 
contained information of great value to those skilled in 
raeing, and the competition was certainly one of skill. 
The only case which was really on all-fours with the 
present case was that of Barelay v. Pearson, in which Mr. 
Justice Stirling had decided that the offer of prizes for 
correct guesses at a missing word in a paragraph when 
several suitable words could be supplied, and the word 
was arbitrarily selected, was a lottery. In view of that 
decision, he should convict the defendant on all three 
summonses, fining him £10 and costs on the first summons,

The accompanying plan will enable our readers 
the better to understand the situation of the 
v:zanr, Which represented a street of Old Paris, 
the idea for which was doubtless borrowed from 
the bit of Old London in the London Colonial 
Exhibition. All the great ladies of Paris Society 
presided at the stalls.

Che Duc ¥BAumale's Hoble 
Gift to Hrane, 


GRAND act of magnanimity was it on 
the part of the Duc d'Aumale (whose 
painfully sudden death we all lament) to 
present Chantilly to the French nation 

when he and the rest of the Orleans Princes 
were exiled a few years ago.’ As a writer in the 
Daily Telegraph remarked, Chantilly, charmingly 
situated near Paris, had becn, under his régime, 
so completely restored, embellished, and added to 
that it may besaid to have been practically rebuilt. 
‘The Petit Château, or Capitainérie, had been con- 
structed by Jean Bullant for the Great Constable, 
Anne de Montmorency; the Grandes Ecuries 
belong to the first half of the eighteenth century ; 
the great saloons, containing the pictures—a 
collection next in importance among French 
galleries to that of the Louvre—are, for the most 
part, entirely new. In these last-named build- 
ings the castellated style of the French Renais- 
sance, as Hiustrated by Blois, Chambord, 
Chenoneeaux, and other châteaux of Central 
France, has as much as possible been adhered to. 
The restored ehapel, dating in its origin from 
the fourteenth century, is decorated with sculp- 
ture, wood-carvings, and enamelled faience, 
brought from the Château d'Ecouen; it con- 
tains, besides a famous carved altar by Jean 
Goujon—a name now, alas ! having such mourn- 
ful associations—the Urn, in which, according to 
a fashion that obtained especially during the 
sixteenth eentury, the hearts of successive Condé 
Princes is stated to have been deposited. 

Chantilly eontains pictures by Ingres, Corot, 
Rousseau, Jules Dupré, Decamps, Marilhat, 
Daubigny, Paul Baudry, Meissonier, M. Bounat, 
M. Jean-Paul Laurens, M. Hébert, M. Géróme, 
M. Detaile, and many others. In the Cour 
d'Honneur is erected the fine equestrian statue 
af the Constable, Anne de Montmorency, by 
M. Paul Dubois. lt will be in the memory of 
most people that some few years since the Duc 
V Aumale made a formal donation of the domain 
of Chantilly, with all its varied collections, to the 
Institut de France, in trust for the French nation, 
reserving to himself during his lifetime the use 
and custody of his own treasures, yet without 
any power of alienation. This is the most 
splendid gift ever made by an individual to a 
people, with the exception, perhaps, of the 
recent bequest by Lady Wallace to England of 
the unrivalled Hertford House collection.
